The 
photo  was  made  in  1900,  whan  Miaa  Moon  was  forced  by  the  Boxer  Rebellion  to  flee 
from  her  station  In  China.  She  spent  the  year  in  Japan  assisting  Southern  Baptist 
misslonariaa.  She  taught  English  to.  a  class  of  young  Japanese  men.  Three  of  them 
became  Christians  under  her  influence.  They  are  pictured  with  her.  In  1901  she 
returned  to  China  and  her  regular  duties  as  evangelist  and  teacher.  Misa  Moon  is 
shown  weanng  her  usual  costume  for  that  era  —  a  Chinese  robe  over  an  American 
skirt.

'This  figure  amounts  to  an  increase 
of  37  percent  over  the  gifts  of  the  same 
month  of  last  year,  Kelly  pointed  out, 
when  receipts  totaled  $M.881. 

Cooperative  Program  gifts  thus  far 
during  1978  have  amounted  to 
$7,270,528.  Kelly  said.  This  U  to  be

safely  out  of  the  battle  area

Ugandan  troops  crossed  the 
Tanzania  border  Oct.  30  and  moved 
down  the  highway  toward  Bukoba 
according  to  wire  service  reports.

They  had  planned  to 
return  to  Bukoba.  where  they  are 
stationed,  but  stopped  in  Mwanza, 
where  they  will  remain  as  a  precaution 
until  fighting  stops,  said  Mrs.

find  a  remedy  for  the  situation.  The 
group  has  met  twice  —  oaoe  at  the 
Baptist  BuikUng  at  the  iavitatisn  of 
Clark  Hensley,  executive  director  of 
the  Baptist  Christian  Action  Coomis- 
sion.  and  once  at  the  Methodist  Build¬ 
ing  at  the  invitatioo  of  Don  WUteon.

Bills  have  not 
been  written  as  yet,  but  they  are  in  the 
process  of  being  researched  and  struc¬ 
tured. 

When  more  information  is  available 
it  will  be  given.

The  time  has  come  for  Mississippi's 
laws  relating  to  the  disaemination  of 
pornography  to  be  restructured.  The 
state  has  such  laws  on  its  books  now, 
but  there  is  little  effort  at  enforce¬ 
ment.  The  courts  have  declared  that 
they  are  so  general  in  their  wording 
that  convictions  could  not  be  obtained. 

Because  of  this  situation  only  the 
more  raw  of  the  purrient  interest  pub¬ 
lications  are  kept  behind  some  kind  of 
covering  to  shield  young  eyes  from 
them  as  they  are  offered  for  sale  even 
in  some  grocery  stores.  Otherwise  the 


magasine  stands  of  many  family  - 
oriented  stores  are  stocked  with  publi¬ 
cations  that  are  shocking  enough  as 
far  as  the  covers  are  concerned  but 
leave  little  to  the  imagination  when  at¬ 
tention  is  turned  to  the  contents.  They 
can  be  purchased  by  anyone,  and  the 
only  way  to  describe  the  philosophy  of 
many  of  them  is  to  declare  they  are 
sick.

The  ruling  of  Internal  Revenue 
(January  It77>  on  “integrated  au- 
xilaries."  despite  the  diadaimers  of 
the  bureaucrats,  steps  way  out  of  gov¬ 
ernment  domain  to  define  the  missioa 
of  a  church  by  saying  that  institutions 
such  as  our  colle^.  Medical  Center, 
and  Childrea’s  Village  are  not  agen¬ 
cies  of  our  churches  through  our  de¬ 
nominational  organization  patterns. 
The  ruling  steps  further  out  of  bounds 
into  “excessive  entanglement”  by  re¬ 
quiring  such  institutions  that  they 
claim  are  not  missions  of  the  church  to 
file  “informatioa  income  tax  returns.” 
thus  diverting  mission  money  from  the 
direct  objects  of  the  churches'  mis¬ 
sions. 

In  the  arena  of  state  government,  we 
have  had  here  in  Mississippi  the  appol- 
lii«  situation  of  the  State  Tax  Oxn- 
missioa  confiscating  church  financial 
records  and  assessing  taxes  on  purch¬ 
ases  that  have  been  made  outside  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  While  to  their  credit,  our  State 
legislature  recently  corrected  church 
property  tax  inequities,  they  have  con¬ 
sistently  refused  to  exempt  church 
purchaM  including  literature  from 
our  own  publishing  house  from  sales 
tax.  To  tax  church  literature  thus  pro¬ 
duced  is  the  same  as  though  they 
would  tax  a  farmer  for  grain  grown 
and  ground  into  feed  for  use  on  his  own 
farm  or  the  same  as  coming  into  a 
church  to  tax  materials  prodiKed  on  a 
church  printhig  press  for  the  use  of  the 
congregation.  The  rationale  for 
church  tax  exemption  must  be  re¬ 
thought  and  we  must  be  committed  to 
these  principles  if  they  are  valid.
